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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  .MARKET 

American  "boxed  and  barreled  apples  wore  in  light  supply  on  the 
Liverpool  a\;ction  Wednesday,   September  10,  1930,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Mr,  Fred  A,  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,  Ui^AftEii 'States  Department  of  Agriculture.  American 
apples  were  in  generally  good  condition.     The  demand  v/as  moderate  for 
Virginia  Jrimes,  gQod  for  Washington  Jrimes  and  California  Sravenstein, 
and  active  for  Washington  Winter  Banana  and  Cox' s  Orange.     Supplies  of 
Auerican  pears  were  lioeral.     Slacks  were  numerous  in  the  offering  of 
New  York  barreled. Bartiett .pears. , 

Supplies  of.Araerican  apples  were  light  in  London,  demand  was  ^f  air, 
and  offerings  we^re  in  generally  good  condition.     U.  S,  No.  1,  1-5/4  inch, 
Virginia  Bomams,  sold  at  $5.4?  to  $5.84  per  barrel.    Pear  prices  were 
similar  to  those  quoted  f or^Liyerpool. 

American  and  Belgian  pears  are  in  heavy  supply  on  the  British  markets, 
and  with  the  domestic  crop  moving  to  market,   the  pear  supply  will  be  fur- 
ther increased.-.   The  last  shipment  of  Australian  apples  arrived  in  the 
United  Kingdom  this  week  wnile  about,  7,000  barrels  of  Canadian  apples  are 
expected  next  week.     Apple  supplies  in  the  Continental  producing  countries 
are  eonsideraoly  below  those  of  last  year;  consequently  supplies  from  these 
suurces  will  not  be  as  nunerous  as  last  season  on  the  British  and  German 
markets.     It  is. reported  that  the  Russian  apple  crop  is  good  this  year  and 
that  country  expects  to  place  450,000  boxes  &nd  100,000  barrels  of  apples 
on  the  Hamburg  market  and  125,000  boxes  on  the  Copenhagen  market. 

The  industrial  depression  in  Europe  this  year  may  restrict  early  apple 
imports  but  the  outlooic  for  later  shipments  of  good  quality  apples  is  fair- 
ly encoiu'aging,  according  tu  l\r,  Motz.    Prospects  for  apple  sales  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe  are  brighter  than  in  the  United  Kingdom.     The  Continent 
should  take  larger  quantities  of  apples  than  last  season,  due  to  the 
general  crop  shortage,  providing  the  apples  are  up  to  standard.     The  French 
apple  crop  is  almost  a  failure  and  no  exports  are  contem.plated.     It  is 
expected  that  prices  will  oe  high  when  the  market  opens  about  the  middle 
of  September,     The  French  market  demands  a  large  sized  apple.
